JACKSONVILLE — Little Bare | 
Beach, a section of the Lake Okee- 
chobee levee generally left beat- 
an' and bare when a hurricane 
crosses the lake, will be strength- 


ened before the next hurricane 
season. s 
Col. Richard W. Pearson, Unit- 


ed States district engineer, said 
Tuesday that a $750,000 emergen- 
icy appropriation far repair of the 
levee section is available and plans 
for improving the strip are near} 
completion. 

Pearson described the levee as | 
the most critical section of the 
Okeechobee fortifications. It ex- 
tends about five miles between 
Clewiston and Lake Harbor. -| 

“Every hurricane crossing the } 
lake piles up wind tides in this 
south. ‘pocket’ of the lake, often 
causing serious damage to the 
more exposed levee slopes,” he 
said. 

The planned improvements con- 
sist of raising this section of levee 
about four feet with materials ex- 
cavated from the lower lakeside 
slope. This plan will provide a 
thicker earth section in the upper 
half of the levee which must take 
the brunt of storms. 

The lower part of the levee will 
be reduced in section put strength- 
ened. A six-inch sand-dsphalt pavé- 
ment will cover the levee from 
near the land side across the top 
and down the Jake side into ‘the

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Wild Horse Racing 
To Feature Nov. 11 
Show At Okeechobee 


Something new has been added, 
in the form of wild horse racing, 
at the two-day American Legion 
rodeo which will be held at the 
ročeo arena next to the Okeecho- 
bee Livestock Market on Novem- 
ber 11 and 12. Buck Lee, pro- 
ducer, stated this will be the first

Jimmy Fidler, famous- Holly- 
wood columnist has an interesting 
note in one of his recent columns. 
To those of you who are ardent 
movie fans and sort of keep up on 
cinematic doings these facts, gleen- 
ed from a portrait album, publish- 
ed twenty years ago, may prove 
interesting. There are about 100 
of the most important screen play- 
ers of that time listed in this book 
and a great deal of their privat 
lives go into this history.

“Sunset Boulevard”, a picture 
headed this way with a great cast 
of old-timers, including the im- 
mortal Gloria Swanson, brings out 
the lavish manner of living with 
stars of that era. They made big 
money and they spent it—. I know 
one of these actors who is living 
catch-as-catch-can around New 
York, snatching a job on radio now 
and then, or something in a play 
—just getting by. This man and I 
worked together in dramatic stock 
a few years back and I know for 
a fact that he made and spent six 
million dollars in his days of star- 
dom, in the silents. Here is a case 
of “easy come-easy go” being th> 
ruination of many fine people. See
